Reported Death of Hon, §, 8, Marshall,
The Cniro Democrat of the 3d instant notiges
a rumor of the death of the Hon. B, 5. Mar-
shall, Representative in Congress from the
Eloventh Congressional district of Illinois,
which is reported to have oconrred at his home
at McLeansboro, Hamilton county, Illinois, a
few days ago. Mr, Marshall was detained at
‘Washington several weeks after the adjourn-
ment of Congress, in consequence of serious
illness, but was finally enabled to reach his
home,
the political affairs of Southern llinois for
several years, having been elected Judge of
the Bhawneetown judigial circuit at the eleo-
tion of 1661, In 18564 he was elected to Con-
gress from what was then the Ninth Congres-
sional district, and was re-slected in 18566, In
1861 he was again chosen Judge of the judicial
circuit in which he resided. In 1864 he was
returned to Congress for the third time from
the Eleventh district, and was again re-elected
last fall, by & diminizhed majority over Gena-
ral Kitchell, e was regarded as a leader in
the ranks of the Democratic party in Congress,
receiving the Democrratic vote for Speaker at
the beginning of the present session, e was
also a member of the House Judiciary Com-
mittes of the Fortieth Congress,

The Arkansas Legisinture Forbidden to
Assomble,

Genaral Ord, Commander of the Fifth Mili-
tary District, has instructed UGovernor Mur-

hey to notify the members of the Provisional
f.ﬁgﬂlntum of Arkansas, lately in session, that
their reconvening is incompatible with the act
of Congress to provide a more efficient govern-
ment %ur the Relwel States, passed March 2,
1867, and that they therefore will not re-
assemble, The Governor, in agreement with
thege instructions, has by proolamation de-
clared the Legislature dissolved, and that any
reassembling thereof will be a violation of the
Reconstruction act of Congress.

Rustoramion.—The Emperor of Austrin has
restored to the collateral heirs of General Kiss,
who was executed on the 6th of October, 1544,
at Arad, with thirteen other generals of the
mational army, amongst whom was the ever-
lamented Nagy BSandor, Torik, and Count
Vecsey, the whole of his property, confiscated
to the State during the revolution, and valoned
at four million five hundred thousand florins.
This act will, it is said, be followed by others
of a similar character. As the justice of the
eanse for which these and hundreds of other
martyrs were done to death is now admitted
by their executioners, restitution can searcely
be withheld any longer.
